In marked contrast with the un- 


patriotic and undemocratic 
editoral 


utterances of yesterday's Cincinnati 
Smjitirer, the newa paper which as- 
sumes to be the organ of the Democ- 
racy of Ohio, touching the 
recent 


letter addressed by President Cleve- 
land to Congressman Wilson, is the 
following loyal manly editorial trom 
that staunch Democratic news paper, 
the Philadelphia Times, which says: 


The letter addressed by President 


Cleveland to Chairman Wilson, of the 
committee of ways and means, dis- 
cussing the issue of tariff reform, is 
one of the most heroic of his many 
lieoric acts. Mr. Cleveland Is alwaj ^ 
heroic in a great emergency. He 
never seeks'to inject himself into a 
puolic dispute if he can reasonably 
avoid it. 
But when a public necess- 


ity confronts him, the people have 
never had a statesman who has risen 
to great public duties with greater 
heroism. 


There is practically noconcealrnent 


as to the influences that controlled 
the Senate in modifying the 
Wilson 


tariff bill. They were largely, if not 
wholly, speculative, and that has 
made some of the amendments speci- 
ally objectionable to the people of 
the country who desire honest tarill 
reform. 


The necessity for increased revenue 


not only justifies but seems to de- 
mand the tax levied upon sugar. The 
people are now taxed heavily upon 
sugar, wtiile the nation gets nothing, 
as what the people pay is divided in 
sugar bounties and protection to the 
Sugar Trust 
With a tax of 40 per 


o«nt. on sugar, and the repeal of the 
sugar bounties, the people would pay 
but little more and tlie government 
would realize near forty millions 
The only reasonable point of dispute 
about the sugar tax relates to the 
differential one-eighth of a cent per 
pound on line sugar;" that gives the 
Trust about one-half the protection 
it has under the McKinley bill, but 
it is complained of, and especially by 
the high protection journals and 
statesmen, as giving excessive favors 
to the sugar monopoly. 
Since the 


friends of protection declare the dif- 
ferential one-eighth of a cent per 
pound to be excessive, there seems to 
be little reason why it might not be 
reduced or entirely stricken out. 


There is absolutely no excuse what- 


ever for levying a tariff tax on coal. 
The tax is restrictive and oppressive. 
It restricts our markets of Pennsyl- 
vania coal and imposes heavy exac- 
tions upon the Hew England manu- 
facturers who could be supplied much 
cheaper with Nova Scotia coal. Their 
business is greatly depressed, and 
economy in production is their first 
necessity. With tree coal they could 
save seventy-five cents per ton on 
their fusl by using the Nova Scotia 
coal, that would never reach further 
than Long Island, while" the United 
States, with vastly superior coal for 
domestic pnrooses, would soon com- 
mand a market for three milllona of 
tons annually in Canada. 
We are 


oow selling coal to Cuba, Mexico, 
Central and South America, and Ala- 
bama will soon be prepared to under- 
sell England every day of ths year in 
those markets. 
Free coal simply 


means an enlarged employment for 
our coal miners, and enlarged 
mar- 


kets for our coal. 


The tax upon iron ore Is one of the 


least excusable of all tariff, taxes. 
It 


is levied io this country solely for the 


Citrpeau'H Uncoil vent ionallty.

THE CREATION. 


A Babylonian Tradition of the roraiatum 


of the \VorId and Mankind. 


From B^i'tMis, a learned Babylo- 


nian, who wrote about the year 260 
B. C , tho IVillowing curious account 
of creation is tnkeii: "In tho begin- 
ning all was durkuosb and water, and 
therein weie goneratuti monstrous 
animals and men of btrango and pe 
culiai1 form. 
Some of those latter 


were manlike cifutures with two 
wings, and some oven with. four. 
Some had ono head and two faces; 
others two heaclb with a single face 
between. Sometimes a bingle body 
would have heads both of the male 
and the female. Besides the above 
there W7cre men with beads and horns 
liko goats, men with hoofs liko 
horses, and somo with the upper part 
of a man joined to the lower parts of 
a hor.'..., like centaurs. Then there 
were bulls with wings and human 
heads, dogs with four bodies and with 
fishes' tails, men and horses with 
dogs' heads, creatures with, heads 
and bodies like horses, but with, 
claws like lions and tails like fish. 
Besides these there were other mon- 
sters showing a mixture of tlie forms 
of Tarious beasts. 


"Moreover, there were monstrous 


fish and reptiles and divers other 
creatures which had borrowed some- 
thing from each other's shapes, of 
all of which the likenesses are still 
preserved in the Tomple of Belus. A 
woman ruled all these monsters, and 
her name was Omorka, which is the 
same as tho Chaldee Thalatth andtlie 
Greek ThaUissa.

wrought, iron Maples mid propa-ly tied 
aiid ht-ihed. I examined it carefully and 
found eveiything secure. 


A fi-\v nmiutat before tho train start-
